NEW EVIDENCJS. 


A mass of new evidence which throw| 
important light on the Iroquois theatre 
flro was obtained from stage employes by 
i^nronccJfTraeger to day and will be sub­ 
mitted to tho coroner's jury when that 
bfxiy meets Thursday to hear the testi­ 
mony. The coroner learned Stage Car- 
pontcr Cummins is the man who superin­ 
tended the fitting out of the rigging loft 
and was responsible to the owners of the 
ihctttref or the operation of everything 
on the stage. If tho ordinance were not 
compiled with in regard to necessary safe- 
îïuurds behind the curtain it was Cum­ 
min«’ duly to notify the owners and mán- 
agfTR. 


Joe Doherty, now at a hospital with, a 
itroken leg. was th^ man who attempted 
tti lower the asbe«tos curtain.

1. it is .within the principles of inter' 
national laW relating to tlie recognition df 
.vnew and independent nation.» 


2. It is also within the principles of In­ 
ternational law relating to intervention. 


3., That its course In that respect is not 
opposed to extstlng treaty oblig^Ions be- 
^.tween the United ^tat^s. and Colombia. 
. 


I am speaking of international law in 
the sense in which those wqrtJs are now 
commonly used. There can be no such 
thing as an International * law»;, strictly 
.speaking, as there can be no sanction' or 
penalty for a violation of Its provisions, 
which Is the essence of . every pQsltlve 
Jaw. But It relates to, those rules which 
independent nations agree among them-" 
selves to be just anfl fair In regulatlifg 
their dealings with each other in time of 
war and peace. These rules are based on 
principles of natural reasonableness and 
common sense. Trebles define and modify 
the existing international law as betWeen 
the contracting nations. . 


It is needless to say that there are,wide 
difl^rences of opinion among writers and 
among nations as to what many of the 
principles of “so-called international law 
are, and as to their obligations, limita­ 
tions and exceptions, but the principles 
to which I shali refer have^met the gen­ 
eral approval of wiiters upon the» sub­ 
ject and of the civilized nations. of the 
present day. 
' 
. 


First—The action of our government has 
been criticisedi because it recognized the 
independence of Panama within a few 
days after such independence was de­ 
clared, 
As I undejstand th'e pflncjples 
appiicable to this subject, the lapse of 
time between the declaration of indepen­ 
dence and the recognition by a foreign 
power is wholly immaterial. The essen­ 
tial question is whether the riew state 
has declared its independence and Is in 
.such a condition as to maintain interna­ 
tional relations with other governmets. 
It is not necessary to waituntlltheparent 
nation has acknowledged the independence 
of its former colony, nor until the great 
body ■'of nations shall have reoognized 
sych independence. The question is one of 
fact, whether the new government is a de 
facto government, and has nothing to do 
with the question of the justice or injus­ 
tice of its revolt from the mother country. 


Mr. Levi (an English writer) Jn his notes 
on International lii%«r says: “Each state 
i.s free to grant, or refuse recognition t^ 
a newly;formed state," and, “In ordinary 
rases, on communication being made of 
the creation of a new state • ♦ ♦ re­ 
cognition is granted as soon as such state 
is In a condition to maintain international 
relations.” 


Ex-President^ Woolsey in his works on 
this subject says: “If a state has altered 
Us form of government, or by some revo­

independence was* recognized by the nation' 
Yroni which they had separated, as in 
the case of the Swiss cantons, the pro­ 
vinces of the Netherlands, etc. 


In an article’'uppn the subject in the 
last edltloii ■ of the Bncyclopf»/»’ 
tanica, I find the following: “A further 
question of . the highest Importance may 
arise when a portion of an existing state 
rises in rebellion and set& up a claim- to 
independence." ^Here again the question 
is onè of fact. If the rebels have suc­ 
ceeded in establishing a gOveniment, it is 
the right and duty of the nàìlòns to re­ 
cognize the fact, and each nation' must 
.i'jdge for itself wh'cther the tíme for.,re^ 
ccgnltion has come.” 


It seems that the republic of Panama 
met all the requirements specified by the 
the writers above referred to at tlw time 
of its recofimftion by the United States. It 
was a governnient de facto, the supreme 
power being lodged- in a junta composed 
of three leading citizens selected by the 
pooplfe, called the “Provisional’-Govern^ 
rnent.” The work of preparing for the re­ 
volution had doubtless been ‘ conducted 
by the people of Panama ever since the 
rejection of the Hay-Herran treaty bj«^ 
the congress of Colomb|a In August in 
August, and the revolution was not con­ 
summated until after the adjournment of 
congress early In NoVemben The govern­ 
ment had* appointejS'the following mini­ 
sters: Ministers of state, foreign affairs, 
of justice, of iphance, of'war and marine, 
and of public instruction. It was vested 
with and exercised supreme power over 
the country known as Panama, wht^se 
I'oundaries were well defined.

In the same year Mr, Seward, then sec* 
retary of state, used the following Ian» 
guage with reference to this treaty: “The 
T’nited States have taken, and .will take, 
no interest in any que.qtion of internal 
revolution in the state of Panama, or any 
state of the United Sta|es of Colombia, 
but will maintain a perfect neutrality in 
connection with such domestic alterca­ 
tions. The United States ‘will, neverthe- 
le.Hs, hold themselves ready to protect 
the tran.$lt 
trade 
aciços.<» 
the i.4thmus 
3gàin.9t the invasion of either domestic or 
foreign disturbers of the peace of the 
state of Panama. Neither the text nor the 
spirit <if that article by which the United 
States engages to preserve the neutrality 
of the isthmus of Panama imposes an ob­ 
ligation on this government to comp]}* 
with the re<iuisition (of the president of 
ihe United States of Colombia'for a force 
to protect the isthmus of Panama from a 
body of insurgents: from that country). 
The purpo.se of the stipulation was to 
guarantee the isthmus against seizure or 
*n\’a.sion by a foreign power only.” 


As Colombia has acted under the treaty 
for nearly forty years since the above in­ 
terpretation was placed upon it by author­ 
ity of the United States, she certainly 
cannot complain that this gov’ernment 
should still act ui* m that interpretation. 


From the foregoing authorities and 
principles it seems to me clear that the 
government of the United States was jus­ 
tified in recognizing the Independence of 
the republic of Panama at the time It did 
so. This posltton is strengthened by the 
fact that almo.st all of the other civilized 
nations of the world have sincc taken the 
same action, including several of the prin­ 
cipal governments of South America, It 
is true that England still withholds re­ 
cognition, but this Is with a view to the 
securing of certain pledges from the gov­ 
ernment of Panama in the interest of 
her citizens, and Italy follows the course 
of Great BritaJil on account of certain 
treaty stipulations between them. 


It follows, as a necessary corrollary, 
that the rei>ublic of Paifama being now 
recognized as an independent member of 
the family of nations, this government 
has a perfect right to negotiate a treaty 
with it whoso terms shall be satisfactory 
to the contracting parties. 


I have endeavored to present this ques­ 
tion without the lightest reference to any 
inquiry as to whether the people of Pan­ 
ama were justified in revolting from Col­ 
ombia, or whether the government of Col­ 
ombia was a good or a bad one, as we 
understand governments. Such questions 
do not reach, to . the foundations of thi.^. 
subject, but they have a great deal to do 
with determining public sentiment in re-/ 
gard to it, and are not to be left entirely 
out of view. 


I gather from various articles and re­ 
views that the pre.^ent government of 
Colombia is a republic only In name; that 
the acting .vice president succeeded to 
power by i|n unjustifiable revolution in 
which the president was shorn of his pow­ 
ers; that the con.stitution oí the republic 
was set aside by a mere declaration of tlie 
vice president to that effect; that the 
government of Colombia is corrupt and 
reactionary, and exclusively in control of 
the clcrical pftrty and their friends, 
>It futher appears thal! i«i 1899 the IJberalj 
rose in revoit and tried to throw off the 
yoke of the despotic Conservative govern­ 
ment in power, the people of Panama tak­ 
ing an active part in this revolution. It 
is claimed that over 100.000 revolutionists 
lo.st their lives and that during this war 
the most unheard of atrocities were per­ 
petrated by the trbops of Colombia. 


The government of Colombia has ap­ 
parently paid no attention whatever to 
the interests of the people of IPanama. 
The money which it has received from the 
concessions for the Panama railroad and 
from the French company for its right to 
construct - the Panama canal has been 
spent for the benefit of the central gov­ 
ernment, or, rather, for those in power, 
and practically none of It In Panama, It 
is claimed that this province has not a 
road connecting .its various towns and 
cities and not a bridge across Its four 
^hundred and more strèams called rivers. 
For years there has been commercial pros­ 
tration on the isthmus. The people have 
seen their only hope In the construction 
of an isthmian canal. It is not strange, 
then, that when this hdpe was taken from 
them by the hasty action of the congrress 
of Colombia In rejecting the Hay-Harrah 
treaty, they at once turned to indepen­ 
dences as their only hope, and determined 
to shake off the yoke of their oppressors. 
In this it would seem that they should 
have the sympathy of all Ilbcrty-loving 
people, and it would, fiurtker seem that 
the gross abuses of the Cblomblan gov- 
emment practiced upon the people of 
Panama, and its utter incapacity for self- 
government, as shown by its more than 
fifty revolutions in fifty years.,'would in 
themselves be sufficient justification for 
the interference of the United States, in 
the cause of commoA justice and coinmoii 
humanity!"^ When to these cottsideratioiis 
'^are adped the vast interests of the people 
of the United States and *of the ciiUIased 
world in the constnicaion of an. isthmian 
canal there remains no room to doiiibt that 
our government has acted wlisely ánd'welK
